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ART I - INTRODUCTION 


This volume has been prepared for the use of the medical defect coder 
in classifying the various phrases describing medical defects which the examin- 
ing physician or physicians have entered on physical examination forms. This 
volume is divided in two parts: Part I, "INTRODUCTION," gives the method for 
finding the description of the medical defect; Part II, "ALPHABETIC INDEX," is 
the listing of the various descriptions and the code assigned to each which 
will be copied on the physical examination forn. 


In this operation the clerk will code those defects which have been 
entered on the registrant's report of physical examination by the physician or 
dentist in the form of various descriptive phrases. The term medical or physi- 
cal defect covers all descriptions of the structural defects, diseases, or 
impairments of function that may affect the fitness of the registrant for mili- 
tary service. 


This volume will be used for coding the physical defects shown on DSS 
Form 200, DSS Form 221, and WD,AGO Form 221. In the use of this volume with any 
of the above forms the chapter which has been prepared describing the methods 
for finding the physical defect on the particular form should be consulted. 


The same procedure will be used for coding each description of a 
physical defect regardless of the part of the physical examination form in which 
it is found. This procedure will be to examine the phrase and select the key or 
principal word in it. The next step will be to find the phrase by consulting 
the section of the "Alphabetic Index" in which the first letter of this key word 
falls, 


Having found the phrase in the alphabetic index, the assigned three- 
digit code mmber will be copied immediately to the right of the phrase on the 
Physical Examination Form. (Some code numbers are followed by an "X" which 
should be copied as part of the mmber.) Where there is no room for the placing 
of the code immediately to the right, the code will be placed immediately above 
the first letters of the first word of the phrase. If a phrase is repeated in 
different places on the form it will be coded twice; for example, if "pyorrhea" 
is shown in the itemized section of the physical examination form and repeated 
in the physician's certification section, it will be coded in both places. 


The clerk in this operation must find the phrase shown on the form 
word for word in the alphabetic index before he may code this phrase on the form. 


This rule is very important as these codes have been assigned by 
medical men who are specialists in their field and the change of one apparently 
unimportant word might mean that a different code should be aseigned., Two ex- 
ceptions to this are (1) words may be inverted, for example, "inflamed nasal 
passages" will be coded the same as "nasal passages inflamed," (2) prepositions 
such as "in," "on," "over," "upon," "between," and "of" and other words as “and," 
"an," "a," "the," may appear in the entry on the form without affecting the 
matching process. When the exact phrase shown on the form cannot be found in 
the "Index," consult your supervisor. 
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The supervisor's marmal may wont’ kik to assign a code. If he cannot assign 
a code, a substitution sheet, Form 294, will be prepared and the Physical Exam- 
ination Form with the Form 294 attached handed to the supervisor. 


In order to facilitate the use of the alphabetic index, the clerk 
should study the following paragraphs which describe methods of selecting the 
key or principal word used. 


1. Look up any proper name that may be mentioned. Examples: "Vincent's 
»" "Landry's paralysis," "Little's disease." Underlined words are the ! 


ones to look up first. 
2. lLcok up the word that describes a part of the body. Examples: 


"Enlarged left ankle due to fracture" 
"Abscess of hand" 

"Marked prolapse of right kidney" 
"Ulcers both legs" 

"Congenital heart disease" 

"Cirrhosis of liver" 

"Stomach prolapsed" 


3. Usually the word chosen for indexing purposes is a now as in the 
examples listed above. Sometimes the key word in a diagnostic phrase is a 
descriptive term like cerebral, mitral, or cardiac derived from the name of a 


part of the body. Examples: 


"Effects of cerebral hemorrhage" 
Mitral leaking" 

r disease rheumatic" 
"Cardia ag rene, Sena and dilatation" 
"Nasal paige inflamed" 


4. If none of the above leads to a phrase in the coding manual which 
can be matched, word for word, with the physician's entry on the form, see if 
there is a word that describes a disease, and look it up in the coding mamal. 


Examples: 


"Advanced pulmonary tuberculosis" 
"Attacks of ndicitis" 

"External and possible internal hemorrhoids" 
"Severe pyorrhea alveolaris" 


5. If the above do not lead to a phrase that can be matched, word for 
word, with the entry on the form, pick out the nouns in the entry and look them 
up, one after another. Examples: 


"Hard of hearing" 
"Artificial dentures" 


"Pigeon-breasted, due to rickets" 
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6. Permissible ifie 


Many terms in this mammal consist of a basic term, like "defective 
yision," which can appear with any of a mumber of modifying words and still be 
described by the same code number, Several methods are used in this mamual to 
indicate what modifiers may be used in the matching process: 


Parentheses indicate optional modifiers which may but do not 


necessarily have to appear. Examples:

Sometimes, instead of writing the name of a medical defect or disease, 
physicians have set down the mmber of the paragraph in the medical regulations 
which discusses the disease in question. Such entries may be put down in any 
of the following forms. Examples:
